NEBRASKA COIN CROP 
111 DETERIORATING 


Bate During Last Week Not 


So Rapid—Lack of Rain 


Is Chief Cause. , 


The Nebraska corn crop con- 


tinued to deteriorate during the 
week just past, the Nebraska co- 
operative crop and livestock re- 
porting service said Tuesday. 
Marked reduction *in condition 


has taken place each week since 
July 30 but the deterioration was 
not quite so heavy during the paat 
week because of rains, chiefly in 
the southeastern and east central 
districts. 
•Deterioration was more marked 


in the northeastern district and 
condition there was 
about 
one 


point less than the present low 
average conditions for, the state. 
Corn In the southeastern district 


which showed aoine improvement 
was the highest of any in the 
state, next came the north central 
and then the northwest. 
Neither 


of these two 
have targe 
corn 


acreages. The south central dis- 
trict shows the worst. 


Partly green and partly fired 


there Is great difference in indi- 
vidual fields. The most frequent 
complaint is to the effect that 
even fields that still appear green 
don't have ears. 


The considerable acreage of hyj 


brid corn seems to-*" be standing 
up much better than the other. 
Ma^or cause, of deterioration of 
course is lack of moisture. De- 
tailed study of rainfall by coun- 
ties show high correlation between 
rainfall and condition. 


The 
soil 
moisture 
had ftotf 


reached a sufficient depth to carry 
the crop thru the critical stage 
without plenty of rain except in a 
few counties that had rain' when 
the moisture requirements were 
heavy.

Fen- 
Ion later said it .was Mrs. Roose- 
velt. 


The congress to which Fenlon 


referred 
met in Milwaukee in 
1936. He said, "The president also 
sent a letter of regard to the 
American Youth congress at Its 
last December meeting at Pough- 
keepsie." 


Fenlon, who came from St. 
Mary's college, 
California, said 
there was a deliberate united 
front program to "pull the wool 
over the eyes of the authorities 
and people." 


The witness also contended that 
the World Youth congress at VBST 
sar college was radical dominated 
and a "danger" to democracy be- 
cause it serves to spread the 
"leaven" of communism. 


"Hotbed of Prop*r»niu." 


Fenlon. told the committee that 
Brooklyn • college, "might quite 
fairly be labeled a hotbed of prop- 
aganda" and communist activity.

Replacement of trees In Lincoln 
parks, if it were possible, would 
cost far in excess of 1 million dol- 
lars, in the opinion of Park Super- 
intendent Ager who claims that 
the city's two greatest assets are 
trees and water. 


From 500,000 to 600,000 seed- 
lings are making progress in Pio- 
neers. 
There 
are 
cottonwood, 


burr oak, ash, American elm, Rus- 
sian olive, linden, varnish tree, 
red bud, Kentucky coffee, locust 
and from 15,000 to 20,000 seedling 
pines. 


In the nursery are from 8,000 


to 9.000 
trees 
ready 
for park 


planting this fall and next spring. 
The list includes hackberry, lin- 
den, ash, Kentucky coffee, pin oak, 
Chinese elm, evergreen, locust, 
pine, cedar and spruce. 
It is estimated that there are 
more than 50,000 growing trees in 
Pioneers and from 25,000 to 30,000 
in Antelope. 
Add those in other 
parks and playgrounds and the 
grand total is well over 100,000. 
Pew park trees have been lost this 
.summer. 


Five fine pine trees, 6 to 8 


Inches in diameter and about 25 
feet tall, were presented to the de- 
partment by Phil Mockett. 
These 


are being placed to the south of 
the new zoological building in An- 
telope. 


Ten large cedars, some pine and 


Russian olive have been removed 
to make room for a new shop for 
iron work and car repair in An- 
telope. 
These are being placed 


around the new zoological build- 
ings and along the drives. 


Construction of a spillway at 


the north end of the 29 acre lake 
in Oak Creek park has been com- 
pleted with backfill in place. They 
are running concrete for the gate. 
The spillway is direct from lake 
into Oak creek. 
In the 
future 
when it becomes desirable to drain 
the lake it will not be necessary 
to poke a hole thru the dike. En- 
gineers expect to start moving dirt 
on the big lake project Wednesday 
or Thursday. It is estimated that 
50,000 cubic yards of earth will 
be removed for fill purposes at the 
dump. 
The lake is being devel- 


oped for both boating and skating 
under government grant. 


BURLINGTON ALSO OBJECTS 


Enters Case Where Rate Re- 


duction Involved. 


The Burlington railroad inter- 


vened Tuesday in the application 
before the railway commission by 
M. M. Tucker, Nehawka quarry- 
man, who had asked for a rate of 
51.80 on riprap between Nehawka 
and Haythorne Siding, for use in 
Keystone dam construction. 
The 


present rate is $2.30, and the Bur- 
lington asks that this be retained. 
At Glendo and Guernsey, Wyo., on 
its line, there are quarries that 
have a lower rate than $2.30 to 
Haythorne Siding, and the Bur- 
lington 
attorneys 
say that the 


commission has no authority to 
disturb the present basis merely 
to allow Nehawka quarrymen to 
compete for the business. 


It says this is an interstate rate 


and that to make the state rate 
the same would create a discrim- 
inatory situation. They also say 
that the reduction in the state rate 
is not justified because the dis- 
tance from Nehawka to Haythorne 
Siding is 347 miles while the Wyo- 
ming points are respectively 200 
and 175 6 miles distant. Tucker 
said at the hearing that there was 
a surplus of labor in his town 
and none in the Wyoming towns, 
and that the reduction would be in 
the public interest. The Union Pa- 
cific and Missouri Pacific had pre- 
viously objected to the request, 
and all claim that to grant it 
would take their property without 
dile process.

BOND ISSUE CLASH 


SEEN AS UNLIKELY 


Not Expected Airport and 


School Building OIL the 


Same Ballot. 


If and when an airport exten- 


sion bond issue is submitted, there 
probably' will be no clash with the 
proposed school building bonds. It 
is more or less commonly agreed 
that two bond issue&.on one ballot 
would probably defeat both. Mayor 
Copeland, at the recent chamber 
of commerce booster meeting-, was 
quoted as saying: 


"I doubt very much that a bond 


issue for airport extension and for 
a new school building in Northeast 
Lincoln would carry on the same 
ballot." 


That apparently expresses aver- 


age opinion on the subject. There 
is, of course, no certainty that the 
school bond issue will come up at 
the November election. The board 
of education will await PWA ap- 
proval of grant, on , 45 percent 
basis, before undertaking a project 
estimated at around 9330,000. 
Friends of the two proposed Is- 
sues probably would oppose sub- 
mission at the same time and the 
best guess apparently is that this 
will not occur. 


There is no certainty that the 


airport issue, if submitted at all. 
will be offered at the November 
election. Sponsors apparently de 
sire what they term an educa- 
tional 
period—time 
to 
sell the 


proposition to council and to the 
public. 


"I do not care to be quoted on 
the airport bond suggestion until 
we receive Mr. Erickson's report," 
said Councilman R. O. Johnson, 


Director Erickson is preparing, 


for 
submission 
to 
the 
council 


within the next few days, cost es- 
timates on airport expansion. He 
made a cost survey some time ago 
and is bringing- this down to date. 
It was estimated 
by those' at- 


tending the airport meeting that 
the improvement will cost approx- 
imately 
$500,000 with the spon- 
sor's share, latter requiring a bona 
issue, of 
around 
$125,000. 
The 


$15,000 is provided for in the new 
budget, this amount to be paid 
between now and September, 1939 
Aside from the supposition that 


taxpayers are now overburdened, 
an argument against haste in re- 
gard to an airport issue is that 
the new federal commission has 
not yet issued regulations for class 
A ports, and before any bond pro- 
posal is launched the community 
should be assured that the port, if 
expanded, will accommodate large 
ships of the future.

CUUM 4 CONVICTS 


SCALDED TO DEATH 


Begin Two State Investiga- 


tion* Into Philadelphia 


Case. 


PHILADELPHIA. (UP). Foui 


convicts found dead in* adjoining 
cells in Philadelphia county prison 
were scalded to death, Coroner 
Charles M.^Herach charged. Two 
state investigations began In the 
strange deaths in the crowded 
county prison which terminated o 
noisy hunger strike of 6SO convicts 
against the quality of the prison 
food. 
The naked bodies of tht 


convicts—two in each of two ad- 
iolninjf cells—were found Monday 
morning. Other prisoners were in 
the cells with the bodies. 
The 
cells were in the "isolation block,' 
used for disciplinary purposes. 


While Hersch and his physician. 


Dr. Martin Crane, insisted that the 
men met death by violence and 
that the circumstances were "sus 
plclous," prison officials insisted 
that the deaths had been due tc 
accidents and that the men were 
"radical agitators'* who had been 
ring leaders in the hunger strike 
An autopsy will bs performed to 
establish definitely the cause ot 
death. 
Hersch said that an autopsy 


would bring "some startling, dis- 
closures." 


The coroner described a police 
report that the men were injured 
fatally while fighting among them- 
selves as "false and ridiculous.' 
He said that every outward ap- 
pearance of the bodies indicated 
ttiat the prisoners' deaths had 
been caused by beatings they ap- 
parently received or by scalding.

Of tbe absurdities which grow 


out of the primary system, the 
duplication of names, similarity of 
names, uae of famous names and 
of names which hint of a nation- 
ality that draws well among: vot- 
ers, are not the most striking. The 
issues which develop are little 
•hort of astounding. They become 
wilder with the passage Gf years 
and the realization by campaign- 
ers that the voters are not able, 
apparently, to 
demand 
an ac- 


counting. 


Under the primary system each 


candidate virtually makes his own 
platform and they vary greatly. 
Bach is the reflection of the pecul- 
iar quirks of the imagination of 
the candidate. 
Extravagance by 


the 
national administration 
is 


dwarfed by the extravagance of 
the promises of primary candi- 
dates. 


The candidate knows that after 


the primary he falls more or Icafi 
under the control Of the party. 
His 
Individual 
platform 
means 


little or nothing. 
After all he is 


the member of a bigger machine 
with a program of Us own. 


The voters do not seem to hold 


candidates responsible for their 
promises. 
The public memory is 


too short to recafl Individual prom- 
ises and the failure to carry them 
out. 
Under the primary system 


the public has come ,to accept ex- 
trmvagant pre-pHm»ry campaigns 
as a matter of course, extravagant 
in platform*? and promtsei if not 
in expenditures. 


In California thft primary cam- 


paign has been establishing some 
records in extravagance. Pension 
programs, slightly shopworn, have 
been renewed and renovated and 
offered in the form of a retirement 
pension plan with a slogan of "$30 
every Thursday" for aM over 50 
who are not employers or em- 
ployed.

Into the lower 
Income bracket* has released a 
flood of comment. It is agreed 
that there l« little hope of reduc- 
ing government expenditures and 
that the prospect of better bust 
ness depends, in the long run, not 
on government spending but 
revival of confidence. Past acts 
of the administration do not give 
much hope In that direction as the 
return of confidence depends upon 
lessening the burdens on business 


Extending the tax so as to reacn 


persons receiving lower incomes

orial under a significant caption: 


WE FLY AT LAST. 


The politicians will pardon us 


if we forget them for a day in 
honor of Orville Wright and his 
flying machine. 
So successful 


had been the many aeroplane 
flights of the past two months 
that most minds had already ac- 
cepted the flying machine as an' 
accomplished fact. Nevertheless 
the 
three 
flights of 
Orville 


Wright, two of practically an 
hour's duration and one of sev- 
eral 
minutes with two pas- 


sengers, strike a thrill down the 
national 
back by 
the sudden 


completeness of their success. 
The eternal human, working In 
the breast of Darius Green and 
the race he typified, has never 
been without a longing deter- 
mination to steer Itself thru the 
air. Humanity is surely entitled 
to a few thrills at the realization 
of this age old ambition. 


Orville Wright's feat 
was 


equivalent to about a hundred 
milea, straightaway 
over Im- 


passable swamp and hill if need 
be, in two flights of an hour 
each. What would not such a 
machine have meant to the be- 
leaguered Russians at Port Ar- 
thur! The flying machine may 
not at once become even a play- 
thing of the rich, for as yet it 
requires special skill to operate 
and Is more expensive and more 
risky, to the 
rider, than the 


automobile. But we may as well 
adjust our minds to new con- 
ditions of war aa a result of its 
use In military operations. 


One of the-incidental pleasures 


of Wednesday's flights comes 
from the identity - of the con- 
querors. The Wright family of 
Dayton Is far 
from 
wealthy. 


The two 
boys who have for 


years worked patiently and un- 
ceasingly for the making of last 
Wednesday became interested in 
the subject while operating 
a 


small bicycle repair shop. Their 
own earnings and those of other 
members of their family have 
gone 
Into 
their 
experiments. 


Courage and faith earnef) their 
victory. It often happens that 
the day of an inventor's triumph 
finds some capitalist who fur- 
nished the last necessary dollar 
for experiment, ready mortgage 
in hand, to reap the material 
reward. It is to be hoped this la 
not the case this time.

WASHINGTON.—There'* one 


aapcct of the president's interven- 
tion in the democratic primaries 
which has generally been over- 
looked. It is the amazing' uni- 
formity of silence being observed 
by every prominent leader in the 
democratic party in the senate 
and house. 


Mr. Roosevelt insists that, when 


he Intervenes in a party primary, 
it ts not In the capacity of presi- 
dent, but as "leader of the demo- 
cratic 
party." 
But 
there 
are 


other leaders. Thus. Sam Rayburn 
of Texas was elected leader of the 
democratic party in the house of 
representatives and John Bank- 
head 
of 
Alabama was elected 


speaker. Neither one has said a 
word about the party primaries. 


Over in the senate, Vice Presi- 


dent Garner has been recognized 
as the real leader of the demo- 
cratic party. Mr. Barkley of Ken- 
tucky 
is 
known 
an 
"majority 
leader," but it is significant that, 
while he was glad to receive what- 
ever aid he could from the presi- 
dent's visit to his state, he then 
went off to Europe without say- 
ing a word for or against Senator 
Tydings of Maryland or Senator 
George of Georgia or Senator Elli- 
son Smith of South Carolina 
or 


the other members 
of congress 


who are the objects of the presi- 
dential "purge." 


Clearly, whenever the subject of 


discussion is & man's record in 
congress, it might be supposed 
that the leaders of the democratic 
party In the senate and the house 
might 
have something 
to say. 


They are strangely silent today. 
If some treason to the party faith 
or party platform or party doc* 
trine is involved, why, it is being 
asked, are these leaders so Indif- 
ferent 
to a cause 
which 
has 
seemed to the president 
so im- 


portant as to prompt him to make 
an issue in sensational 
fashion 


against certain members of the 
congress ? 


The real answer, no doubt, is 


that, on the subject of Intervention 
in primaries, Mr. Roosevelt does 
not have the backing of a single 
outstanding member of his own 
party in either house of congress. 
If there is such a leader, let him 
speak out against Senator Ty- 
dings, George or Smith or against 
Representative O'Connor of New 
York. It can hardly be possible 
that any of the leaders are afraid 
to express themselves. 
Usually 
leaders in congress are outspoken 
about party matters. 


It has for years been the custom 


for 
the speaker or the party 


leader In either house to write let- 
ters commending the record of a 
member, but it has never been 
customary for a party leader to 
express himself as belween candi- 
dates in a party • primary. 
The 


principle 
of 
nonintervention 
is 


deeply 
ingrained, 
tho 
senators 
have not hesitated to ignore party 
lines after the nominations have 
once been made. 
If the leaders in congress, there- 


fore, do not consider it proper for 
them to intervene in the districts 
or states of their 
colleagues in 
party primaries, 
why does the 


president feel that he has such an 
obligation ? 
The 
truth 
is Mr, 


Roosevelt has no particular regard 
for party regularity or party disci- 
pline as such. His concern is more 
that members shall be obedient to 
his own command. Leadership in 
the party has never connoted the 
right to substitute the will of the 
socalled head of the party and his 
bureaucratic 
machine 
for 
the 


spontaneous 
will of the 
party 
members. Would James M. Cox, 
Alfred E. Smith or John W. Davis, 
who once were "leaders," concur 
in Mr. Roosevelt's idea of Inter- 
vention in party primaries ? 


Moat of the democratic leaders 


at the moment happen to hail 
from the south. It is no secret 
that Mr. Roosevelt has little use 
for 
the southern 
leadership in 


congress; in fact, he doubtless 
shares the view of his brain trust 
that 
the 
socalled 
leaders 
and 


chairmen 
of 
committees 
from 


southern states are quite lacking 
in intellectual qualities. To under- 
mine these leaders nnd go over 
their heads to the voteis has been 
the persistent plan of the brain 
trust era who guide the president's 
political course nowadays 


In the light of this strategy. 


the south has been selected as the 
object of brain trust intrigue. The 
recent steps are in perfect se- 
quence. First, the- wage and hour 
law fight was publicized as a 
means of cutting under the south- 
ern senators and representatives 
Alliances were made in the north 
with republicans in order to carry 
the legislation thru. Then, on top 
of this, a survey of the south was 
ordered, the once extinct but re- 
cently revived national emergency 
council being called in to do the 
job. Presently, the council came 
forward with a report which, at 


Out opportune moment, ciu 
the president to place emphasis 
on the south as "America's No. 1 
problem." 
Actually, 
the 
revolt 


among the southern 
democrats 


was Mr. Roosevelt's No. 1 politi 
cal problem, and he s«t forth in 
his own way to meet It. For the 
southern members of 
congress 
when not in sympathy with the 
administration, can form coalitions 
too with northern republicans and 
upset the a d m i n i s t r a t l on's 
schemes, as indeed they did in the 
supreme court fight and the ex- 
ecutive agency reorganization bill. 


Mr. Roosevelt 
has presumably 


considered the southerners the No 
1 "dumb bells" in American poli- 
tics, especially since 1936 at Phila- 
delphia, 
when 
the 
southerners 


sleepily allowed themselves to lose 
their veto power in nominating 
conventions by permitting the two- 
thirda rule to be abrogated. 


The trend toward one man con 
trol of the democratic party is un- 
mistakable, but so also is the trend 
toward revolt, and, when the two 
trends in terms of votes are meas- 
ured this autumn, either the demo- 
cratic party 
will be hopelessly 


split, or one man control will be 
beaten so badly as to remove al 
doubt of what could happen if the 
third term crusade is carried for- 
ward by the office holders who 
fear the loss of their jobs in the 
event of a <toosevelt retirement. 
Selfish politics is the main con 


sideration of the group in powec' 
but it is a safe bet that, in the 
January session of congress, the 
political royalists of the 
white 


house coterie will find themselves 
faced on every side by members o: 
congress who, having tasted the 
wrath of the administration 
and 


having gone thru unscathed, will 
encourage 
their 
colleagues 
to 


stand up against one man gov- 
ernment and political autocracy.

Advice fop Expectant Fathers. 
After all it is no joke for a man 


having his first baby. 
Nor the 


next, nor the next, but today's ex- 
pectant fathers wouldn't be inter- 
ested in that. 


A few suggestions may show the 
prospective parent how to be happy 
is something for people preparing 
for parenthood to 
think about, 
Why do the common schools of 
this country provide no instruction 
for the fnture 
parents ? 
Why is 


such vital knowledge left for boys 
and girla, young men and young 
women, to pick up as and where 
they can find it? 


I engaged the best doctor in 


town three years before the birth 
of my first baby. That may be a 
little early, but just the same you 
can't engage your doctor too early 
for the best Interest of all con- 
cerned. In any case it is well to 
have the counsel and advice of a 
food doctor for as many months 
in advance as you are reasonably 
certain of the coming event; that 
will be 278 days in some cases; six 
months in more caaea; 4^4 months 
in any case. 
Picking the best doctor in the 
community was simple enough for 
me. I was he. Or at any rate I 
thought so then. I might not be 
quite so confident now. Still, I got 
thru with it all right, and made 
certain about asepsis—I was afraid 
.he other doctors, .the older ones, 
In the community might not use a 
rigidly aseptic technic. Not that I 
would mind so much about other 
people's babies, if they preferred 
the other doctors, but this was my 
baby. 


What is the sense of running to 
a doctor at that early stage of the 
iff air? Can't any older woman tell 
the expectant mother all she needs 
to know about the business? Of if 
there is a midwife In the neighbor- 
hood can't she look after the prep- 
aration for maternity for a frac- 
tion of what a doctor will charge? 


Approximate date 
of confine- 


ment may be determined by count- 
ing 280 daya (ten lunar months i 
forward 
from 
first 
day of last 
menstruation; or more easily by 
counting three months back from 
that day and adding seven days. 
Delivery will generally occur a day 
or two before or after the com- 
puted date. 


If children received a fair deal 


in the common school engaging the 
doctor at the first indication of 
possible pregnacy would not be so 
necessary, for prospective parents 
would have some general idea of 
the care they 
should take. 
But 


since our educational system con- 
trives to keep people ignorant, and 
therefore good customers for the 
quacks and nostrums, the only way 
the Httlc stranger can get a break 
Is for his parents to buy medical 
instruction and care for mother 
and child from the very first, and 
no monkey shines. 


For any Information or advice 
the amateur mother may require 
her husband should sec to it that 
she gets it straight from her doc- 
tor—and having gotten it from ' •* 
doctor she should heed it and iq--

NOT A DAY goes by during the 


winter months that somewhere in 
this country persons do not lose 
their lives In closed garages, where 
they have had the motors of "their 
cars running. 


Every person who drives a car 


will be Interested in knowing what 
happens under these circumstances. 


Some parts of the body use more 


oxygen than do others 
Oxygen is 


the gas in the air which is needed 
by all of the tissues of the body. 
It is taken up by the blood from 
the lungs and carried by the hemo- 
globin, which is the coloring mat- 
ter of the blood, to the various 
body tissues. The heart and the 
brain need more oxygen than do 
other parts of the body. 


Carbon Monoxide Formed 


When a motor engine Is running, 


the gasoline is burned to form a 
gas called carbcn monoxide 
T* the 


car is running out-of-doors, the car- 
bon monoxide combines with 
oxy- 


gen to form a harmless gas called 
carbon dioxide. 
However, in a 


closed garage, the carbon monoxide 
cannot get enough oxygen to com- 
bine with it, so carbon monoxide 
ga«i H found In large quantities. 


When a person breathes in large 


amounts of carbon monoxide, the 
heart and nervous sy stem suffer 
particularly. 
Carbon 
monoxide 


combines with the hemoglobin in 
the blood so that it cannot carry 
oxygen. Thus, not enough oxygen 
is brought to the tissue1*, and all 
the symptoms of suffocation de- 
velop. 


Dri H G Berk and G M Suter, 


of Baltimore, Md., carried out some 
studies on a group of 136 persons 
who, from time to time, had been 
accidentally exposed to carbon mo- 
noxide 
They found that in thcie 


persons symptoms of damage to 
the heart muscle frequently oc- 
curred 


Caused Hemorrhages 


The poisoning with carbon mo- 


no\ide caused little hemorrhages to 
develop In the heart, brain and 
oilier organs. 
When the heart li 


affected, quite often a blood clot 
forms in one of the coronary ar- 
teries, which are the blood vessels 
that supply the heart muscle with 
blood. 
This is 
called 
coronary 


thrombosis 


The symptoms brought on by the 


carbon monoxide damage usually 
develop within three to seven days 
after recovery from the acute at- 
tack (if it does not prove immedi- 
ately fatal), u hen the poisoning 
takes place. 


The important thing Is *o do 


everything possible to keep poison- 
ing with carbon monoxide 
from 


happening 
Be careful not to work 


in a closed place where an auto- 
mobile is running, and make sure 
that lighting and heating fixtures 
using gas are properly made and 
do "ot develop leaks.

Well, my correspondent warned m« 


that this was a very close point and 
he certainly was right! It seems that 
East was pretty well trapped by cir-

Note that North's de- 


layed take-out double found South 
with not only a good spade suit but 
one that was t.lx long:. 
Had South 


held only a five card suit with an 
other diamond [the most likely addi- 
tion in that case] the defenders could 
have taken two diamonds, a heart, a 
spade, and two clubs for a very satis 
factory score. Even with the six card 
suit South might have had two dla 
monds and three clubs. 
Thus, al- 


though I concede the logic of the 
opinions held by the West camp [that 
If West had had a good spade suit he 
would have shown it rather than bid 
a no trump], I must cast my vote in 
favor of East's decision. I freely con- 
cede that usually It is unwise to leave 
In the penalty double of a low con- 
tract when void of the doubled suit 
But in this case East had reason to 
feel that any three bid by himself

lion federal employes have been 
reminded they must stay out ot 
politics or suffer severe penalties. 
The civil service commission is- 
sued a statement, under a two- 
inch heading "warning," emphas- 
izing that workers who attained 
positions thru competitive exami- 
nations 
(classified 
employes) 
risked discharge for such slight in- 
fractions 
as wearing campaign 


buttons. 
Executive or judicial officers or 
Employes, the notice added coulrl 
be fined $5,000 and imprisoned for 
three years 
for soliciting- cam- 
paign 
contributions 
from other 


federal officials or employes. 
The notice pointed out that even 
presidential appointees were pro- 
hibited from 
serving on political 
committees, soliciting 
funds, dis- 
playing "obstrusive partisanship," 
or using their positions to further 
any candidates' cause. 
Among the added restrictions on 
classified employes are: Organiz- 
ing, conducting or addressing po- 
litical meetings. 
Engaging in public political dis- 


cussions. 
Manifesting "offensive" activity 
at polling places. 


Serving as an election officer. 
Distributing campaign literature 
or circulating petitions. 


Becoming "prominently 
identi- 
fied" with any political movement, 
party or faction.

line democrats wouldn t take an-

WASHINGTON, UP). The pro- 


posed "?30 every Thursday" re- 
tirement system, which has be- 
come a. • campaign Issue In Cali- 
fornia, drew condemnation in a 
letter made public by Arthur J. 
Altmeyer, chairman of the federal 
social security board. Responding 
to a request -for comment from 
Senator McAdoo. new deal favored 
candidate for democratic renomi- 
nation, Altmeyer »aid the proposal 
would jeopardize continuance of 
old age assistance payments now 
being made1 with federal aid to 
117,000 California!!*. 
In addition, 


he declared, It would require addi- 
tional state taxes of »1,500.0OO,OOO 
a year, or nearly four times as 
much aa the total state and local 
tax collections in California in 
1936. 
"Economists are g e n e r a l l y 
•greed that'the effect on business 
and industry would be disastrou*,"v 
Altmeyer wrote In his letter to 
McAdoo, which was dated Aug. 9, 
A petition has been circulated In 
California to place the question on 
the ballot this year, but this effort 
has been challenged In the state 
supreme court. 
As defined by the social security 
chairman, the proposed law would 
authorize the Issuance by the state 
of California of .*1,560 worth of 
negotiable warrant! annually to all 
qualified electors of the state over 
CO yean of age who are not, 
gen- 
erally speaking, employers or em- 
ployel. 
Senator McAdoo has been pub- 
licly silent, thus far, concerning 
the proposal. Two of his oppo- 
nents, Sheridan Downey and John 
W. Preston, have favored per- 
mitting the question to go on the 
ballot, but have not publicly ad- 
vocated the system itself.

In the- hay flats 
of the sandhills, where the water 
tame is high, pastures can be en- 
riched by the seeding of clovers, 
timothy and redtop, he writes, 


Ragweed, pennycress, wild onion 


and mustard weeds, he added, are
